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MR. FROUDE AT ST. ANDREW'S. 


Mr. Froude’s inaugural address on his installation as Lord 
Rector of the University of St. Andrew's comes upon the 
reflecting portion of the British public with all the force of a 
revelation. The question of education, in all its several types, 
has been endlessly discussed of late years by Parliament and 
the Press, by statesmen and ecclesiastics, by philosophers and 
school-inspectors ; and, indeed, has been handled so copiously 
and so frequently as to have become enveloped in a mist of 
words, wherein the true ideal of education has been almost 
lost tothe public. Perhaps every age has its own special illusion, 
adopts its cant words, and runs after its favourite object, 
without caring much to examine whether what it pursues is 
really worth attainment, or whether, if the illusion could be 
converted into a solid reality, the world would be much better 





for having got possession of it. Mr. Froude has simply dis- 
persed the mist which enwraps a truly great, but by no means 
novel, truth—namely, that in everything we do, or mean to | 














do, the first condition of success is, that we understand clearly 
the result which we desire to produce. 

Applying this fundamental axiom to systems of education, 
he seems to be of opinion that the system of instruction 
adopted in our primary and secondary schools, as well as in 
our national Universities, is defective in this respect—-that it 
is not framed to fit men for the best performance of the duties 
that will devolve upon them in that sphere of life which 
Providence has destined them to fill. “Our ancestors,” he 
said, “whatever their other shortcomings, understood what 
they meant perfectly well. In their primary education, and in 
their higher education, they knew what they wanted to pvo- 
duce, and they suited their means to their ends.” In our day 
it is otherwise. “Tc cram a lad’s mind with infinite names 
of things which he never handled; places he never saw or will 
see ; statements of facts which he cannot possibly understand

be knowledge which will lead to the doing better each par- 
ticular work which a boy is practising, and every fraction of 
it will thus be useful to him; and, if he has it in him to rise, 
there is no fear but he will find an opportunity.” There is 
deeper truth in this than can be discerned merely upon the 
surface—truth, too, which harmonises at once with those half- 
formed thoughts, and doubts, and inquiries which will be 
found, probably, in all reflecting minds. What the present 
generation is even more deficient in than in the smattering of 
scholarship which is given in most of our schools, is the power 
of bringing knowledge to bear upon the actual work which 
those who attend them have in after life to perform. 

Mr. Froude applies the same rule to the higher kind of 
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education. “As the world requires handicrafts,” he says, 
“so it requires those whose work is with the brain, or with 


brain and hand combined—doctors, lawyers, engineers, 
ministers of religion.” He contends that a _ student 


should lear at the University what will enable him 
to earn his living as soon after he leayes it as possible. 
Not that anyone can expect to receive a complete professional 
education at school or college, but that with every profession 
there is a theoretic or seientific groundwork, which can be 
learned nowhere so well, and which, if not learned there, will 
never be learned properly at all. Take the case of a youth 
contemplating the profession of an engineer. ‘“ He must work 
now while time is on his hands,” says Mr. Froude, “at mathe- 
matics. He will make no progress withoutit. He must work 
at chemistry, it is the grammar of all physical sciences; and 
there is hardly one of the physical sciences with which he may 
not require to be acquainted. And, since the world is wide 
and Great Britain is crowded, and he may wait long for 
employment here, though his skill will be welcomed abroad, 
he should learn French, or Russian, or Chinese, or any one 
language which will secure to him instant and unbounded 
occupation.” 

This general view of the educational problem is un- 
doubtedly at variance with that most in vogue at the present 
time in this country; perhaps also in most European countries. 
But is it really a fallacious view of the question? Does it 
not, when fairly spread out before us—as it is in the eminent 
historian’s inaugural address—commend itself instantly and 
impressively to acceptance by our common sense ? Doubtless, 
it is possible to make it too exclusive, and to apply it too 
rigidly, and with too little regard to surrounding circum- 
stances. But in the main does it not represent the true object 
of education, and indicate with clearness the kind of process 
indispensable to a successful pursuit of it? About the three 
R’s, as Mr. Froude admits, we are all agreed. They consti- 
tute, as it were, the tools without which the ore of knowledge 
cannot be acquired or used. But to those who have those tools 
and have learned how to handle them, surely the best end to 
which they can be applied is that which will most directly 
help to qualify their possessors to do the work of life which 
they will have todo. Be that work how humble soever, if it 
be worth doing at all, it is worth doing from the loftiest and 
most enduring of human motives, and is necessarily in con- 
nection with a vast variety of facts and relations, laws and 
potentialities, which have the first claim upon, and would 
naturally possess the deepest interest for, those whose designed 
lot it is to do that work. To open and enlarge men's minds 
is, it is true, the function of education; but it can hardly be 
considered the ultimate object of it. What they specially 
need is that their intellectual and moral faculties shall be 
developed, and their stock of information continually increased 

























life and labour. Knowledge which cannot be turned to useful 
account, and which, as Mr. Froude obeerves, only enables its 
possessor to answer questions, is but metal in the ore. We 
may have vast heaps of it without being able to derive 
advantege from it; and the youth-time which is spent in 
acquiring it without at the same time learning to apply it to 
the great purposes of life and duty is a youth-time wasted. 
We attach immense importance to this view of the matter, 
chiefly because we think it likely to turn the face of society 
in the right direction for arriving at the goal it is evidently 
intent upon reaching—the culture of every man’s whole 
being up to the extent of his capabilities ; or, in other words, 
his suitable education for the sphere in which, at starting 
on his career at least, he will have to move. We do not 
anticipate that any general scheme can be devised which will 
completely embody this view, more especially in reference to 
primary education. But it is well to be warned off from the 
wrong path, even if we can make no very great progress in the 
right one.

People crowded the Champs Elysées and the 
avenues of the Bois to admire the fine feathers of the Parisian 
belles at this moulting season of the year, but were reduced to 
feasting their eyes on the hundreds of advertising vehicles which 
always form part of the cortége on this occasion, and to admiring 
the skill with which the velocipedists manceuvred their bicycles in 
and out the unbroken line of carriages rattling along at more than 
ordinary speed. The snow on Monday and the rain on Tuesday, 
however, caused the drive to be entirely deserted. 

As mentioned last week, the Emperor has decided upon abolish- 
ing the workmen’s books, that badge of servitude in a country 
where there is, perhaps, more real equality than in the United States. 
**T have not the idea,’’ he said, at the last meeting of the Council 
of State, that, in carrying out this policy, I shall overcome all 
prejudices, disarm all hatreds, and augment my popularity; but I 
am thoroughly convinced that I shall derive from it new energy to 
combat evil passions.’’ Coming at this rarticular moment, this act 
of grace is evidently nothing more nor less than a sop to the working 
men to influence his vote in favour of the Government candidates at 
the forthcoming elections. The Chambers, on reassembling, are 
immediately to discuss the law that will be brought forward on the 
subject, and which the Emperor has signified his wish shall be 
paceed in all its integrity. The Imperial wish, we may be certain, 
will be regarded in the light of a command by the pliant deputies. 

The Emperor has shown himself a good deal abroad lately, 
driving and promenading in the Bois de Boulogne; and a few days 
since he made an inspection of the relics of the first Napoleon left 
by Princess Bacioccho, with her landed estates and all her other 
property, to the Prince Imperial. They comprised one of the 
** Little Corporal’s’’ favourite grey great-coats; a double-barrelled 
gun, with which he ordinarily bagged his game ; the tricolor scarf 
that he wore at Jaffa; the spurs worn by him in Egypt when he 
talked to his soldiers about the forty centuries that were aking down 
upon them ; a snuffbox which Louis XVII. left behind him at his 
hurried flight, and which Napoleon, finding lying on the table at 
the Tuileries, appropriated, and ever afterwards made use of with 
various French classics, filled with annotations of doubtful 
value. On another day, the Emperor rceived M. Rangabé, late 
Minister from Athens to the Court of the Tuileries, in farewell 
audience; the Greek diplomatist goes to Constantinople, it is said, 
to act as a thorn in the side of the Grand Vizier. 

Thé Empress received the Marquis de Caux immediately after 
his return to Paris from St. Petersburg with his bride, Madame 
Patti, who is installed at her hétel in the Champs Elysées, made 
her appearance at the Italiens on Tuesday in the ‘“ Traviata,’’ 
wearing the diamonds that had been presented to her in Russia. 

A handsome chateau of the epoch of Louis XIV., and situated 
within a few miles of St. Germain, has been purchased as a country 
residence for the Prince Imperial, who is about to make a journey 
to Belgium with the Empress, in strict incognito, it is said.

In Paris the hero of the moment is the Nabab Synd Munsoor 
Ali, Nizam of Bengal, Bahar, and Orissa, who arrived at the Grand 
Hotel on Saturday evening, accompanied by his eldest son and hcir, 
Ali Kudr Hassan Ali, and another of his children, Soliman Kudr 
Wahed Ali. The Nabab, who is a descendant of that Ameer Jaffier 
whom the defeat of Surajah Dowlah, by Clive, at Plassey, placed 
on the throne of Bengal, enjoys (the chroniqueurs inform us) an 
annual income of £160,000, paic by the British Government accord- 
ing to the treaty of 1790. He habitually resides, too, we are told, 
in one or other of the three palaces he s at Moorshebad. He 
is about forty years of age, though much older-looking ; can con- 
| verse in several languages, English being his favourite; and

ligion. le is accompanied by Colonel Layard, who has

He 
has been received with great enthusiasm at Baltimore, a dinner in 
his honour having been given by the civic authorities. 

Mr. Moses H. Grinnel has been nominated by the President 
Collector of Customs at New York, and the nomination has been 
confirmed by the Senate. 

The Legislature of Massachusetts has ratified the Constitutional 
Amendment prohibiting the disqualification of any voter on the 
grounds of race, colour, or previous condition of servitude.

THE CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 

There has been a terrible fire in the colony, and a tract of 
country 400 miles long and varying in breadth from 15 to 150 miles 
has been desolated. The weather had been unusually hot and dry 
for the previous six weeks. On Feb. 9 the temperature throughout 
the colony rose to intense heat. During the morning scorching hot 
winds blew from north-east, and in the afternoon a fire broke out 
at several places in the burnt district, and wrapped millions of acres 
in an enormous conflagration. The cultivated lands, farm build- 
ings, native forests and bush, farm stock, and wild animals shared 
the same fate. Several persons also were burnt to death, the 
casualties in the majority of cases occurring to the natives and to 
the wives and children of the colonists. Those saved had to take 
shelter in the rivers, water-dams, and wet ditches, where many of 
them were badly scorched. The calamity occurring just after the 
harvest, and destroying its produce, has caused great distress in 
the districts of Swellendam, Riversdale, Mossel Bay, George, and 
Oudtshoorn; the Knysna, Humansdorf, and Uitenhage. Meetings 
have been held in the colony to relieve the sufferers, and an appeal 
has been sent home to England. 

The Legislative Council elections had come off in the western 
wrovince, and proved largely in favour of the party opposed to the 
introduction of a responsible government and voluntary system of 
ecclesiastical support. 

The Free State and Basuto difficulty has been settled. 

INDIA. 

Shere Ali, the Ameer of Afghanistan, arrived at Umballa on 
the 24th, and Lord Mayo on the morning of the 27thult. They 
met with a nd reception. The road from the railway to the 
camp was lined with troops. The Viceroy of India’s durbar, 
which was held last Saturday, was a great success. The Earl of 
Mayo welcomed the Ameer, Shere Ali, in the name of the Queen, 
and expressed a hope that the interview would be the commence- 
ment of a new era of mutual confidence. The Ameer was much 
gratified with the reception he received. The presents of the 
Government to Shere Ali are valued at £10,000. 

The Viceroy returned the visit of the Ameer Shere Ali on 
Monday. Presenting his own sword to the Ameer, Earl Mayo 
declared that the British would always be friendly to him. 

CHINA, 

A telegram from Hong-Kong, dated Feb. 19, states, as ao 
rumour, that an Imperial edict has been issued prohibiting the 
cultivation of the poppy in China.

Dr. Butler, the Head Master of Harrow School, is about to 
establish there a “‘ modern ’’ de ent, which he thus describes 
in a circular to the parents of scholars :—‘‘ It may interest you 
to know that we propose in September next to establish at Harrow 
a ‘modern side,’ fur the benefit of boys for whom, from various 
causes, an advanced classical training seems undesirable. The 
principal subjects of instruction on the ‘modern side’ will be 
mathematics, French, German, Latin, hi » English literature, 
and — science. The uirements of not intended for 
the versities will be speciall kept in view, including the case of 
those who are candidates for Woolwich or the Indian civil service. 
It is hoped that this provision may obviate the supposed necessity 
for removing boys to a private tutor’s precisely at an age when the 
influences of public school life are most powerful and most salutary.

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The Parliamentary train which has just glided out of the 

Easter station will now run on to that of Whitsuntide, and it 

is reasonable to suppose that the journey will occupy undi- 

vided national attention until the next stoppage. There is 

plenty of steam and the engines are powerful; but there are 

some difficult gradients, and if a collision be avoided at the 

Maynooth junction the skill of the driver will be remarkably 

displayed, 

We may not have another opportunity of studying the 

Continental Bradshaw, or (that we may take the wise advice 

of Perrault, and not append too long a tail to comparisons) 

of noting what the rest of the civilised world is doing while 

we are disestablishing, educating, and adjusting taxation. 

It may be convenient at this moment to take a rapid survey 

of lands beyond the seas. Happily, as far as can be gathered, 

no question which is before the French, Spanish, or American 

public has any menacing interest for England, though she must 

feel an incessant sense of disquiet at the pertinacity with 

which war rumours are circulated among our neighbours. Of 

late, and for reasons which seem to explain themselves, these 

rumours have been more rife than ever in France, and it would 

appear to be Imperial policy, of the wisdom of which we may 

not be altogether fair judges, to keep the Gallican electoral 

mind in a state of sufficient perturbation to make men cling 

to the symbol of order and force—the dynasty. On the one 

hand, France is induced to believe that she is threatened, 

either by a new and great military Power, or by a combination 
of old enemies and ungrateful friends ; and though the glory- 

cry has for the time lost its efficacy, and is even laughed at in 
the Parisian theatres, the perfect condition of the French 
army is a theme on which most Frenchmen dwell with a 
satisfaction strangely in contrast with the sentiment which 
many Frenchmen avow for the authorities that have made 
that perfection a fact. And though the glory-cry slumbers, 
it is perhaps more easily awakened in France, at any time, 
than elsewhere. On the other hand, the Empire has felt itself 
strong enough to take off the muzzles, if not the chains, that 
have so long made the Red party powerless, and men who are 
“as far as the farthest” from barricades have been allowed, 
and doubtless encouraged, to pour forth, for the dismay of the 
orderly and propertied class, foaming torrents of unadulterated 
Jacobinism. Many of the addresses which have been delivered 
in the hearing of the police, and reported for the study of the 
nation, would have done no discredit to the orators of the 
stormiest revolution. Enough seems to have been effeoted in 
this direction, and the muzzles are to be again put on; but 
at this moment the Emperor himself steps gracefully forward, 
and withdraws the artisan-mind from the contemplation of 
renewed repression by presenting the working men with en- 
franchisement from the irritating and degrading system of 
lirrets—really a sort of tickets of leave—and by inviting the 
ourrier to note the full and entire confidence which the 
Empire reposes in the “child of toil.” All the agencies 
which we have indicated are most skilfully worked; 
and as skilful is the manner in which the so-called organs 
of public opinion in France have been compelled, in 
spite of themselves, and in discharge of the journal. 
ist’s duty, to ventilate dynastic ideas, and to aid in the 
political experiments of the Emperor. The elections will 
show how far his adroit chemistry has been successful; but 
we should undervalue Imperial skill and foresight if we 
supposed that the object was merely to influence the elections. 
While peace is preserved it is important, no doubt, that the 
Legislature should give all support to the Administration ; 
but there is a deeper public sentiment which it has been the 
business of the Emperor to create, and to this he will appeal 
should peace be, unhappily, broken. It has been perhaps too 
much the fashion of late to assume that Imperial counsels, 
because apparently vacillating, are purposeless; but it may 
not be over-refining to believe that the instincts which brought 
about the event of Nov. 21-2, 1852, and which have since 
enabled the dynasty to hold its own, are manifest in the per- 
plexed, yet not dissatisfied, France of April, 1869. 

We await the details of the Constitution which has been 
devised for Spain, but the general outline is known. Monarchy 
is of course to be established, and the King is to be of age at 
eighteen, a point on which the telegraph, with its usual indis- 
cretion at an in moment, led us all into the amazing 
belief that the duration of the King’s tenure of office was to be 
eighteen years. We hear that there are to be two Chambers, 
differently elected. Also that the Catholic religion is to be 
paid by the State, and that the fullest toleration is to be given 
to all other religions, which is as much, perhaps, as could be 
expected from Most Catholic Spain. The question who shall 
be King remains unsolved; but the candidate with the only 
chance seems to have shared the fate of the favourite for our 
own Isthmian games, and to have suddenly collapsed. Truly 
or falsely, it is positively affirmed that such pressure has been 
brought to bear upon King Fernando, hitherto only too happy 
to be allowed to cultivate his beautiful gardens, 

Docteeque conjugis sizu quiescere, 
that he has reconsidered his refusal of the crown, and that 
the pretended sporting expedition of Prim and Sagasta will 
end in their doing what Earl Russell denies, with amusing 
indignation, that there was once a chance of his relative doing 
in the partridge-ficld—“ bagging a King.” It may be con- 
venient to the less informed to know that Prince Ferdinand of 
Saxe-Coburg, titular King of Portugal, born 1816, is father of 
Louis L., the reigning King, was married to. Maria II. of 
Portugal, and was Regent during the minority of his son, the 
late Pedro V. So that his Majesty has experience of state- 
craft. But no trustworthy announcement has yet heralded his 





sovereignty, and the Meatpential party are far from despondent. 
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Meanwhile, with the deduction of an occasional outbreak, 
to their honour disavowed and condemned by the Parlia- 
mentary Republicans, Spain is tranquil, and her next trouble 
may arise from the other side of the ocean, for General Dulce 
has certainly not put down the Cuban insurrection, and a 
party in the United States is working hard for the recognition 
of Cuba as a republic. We may all feel regret that a reju- 
venescent nation should be vexed with such a question ; buta 
Cuban has a good deal to say for himself, seeing that the 
beautiful island has long been treated by Spain as a place to 
be plundered by the successful General or Court favourite whom 
for the time it was desired to enrich, and who invariably came 
home, very soon, rich with the spoils of the Queen of the 
Antilles. 

President Grant is not upon easy terms as yet with Con- 
gress; but there is no reason to believe that he will be treated 
with less consideration than is due to a great soldier who has 
becn elected by the nation. He has had the gratification of 
carying out, in part, the honest principle on which, in his 
inaugural speech, he declared that his policy should be based, 
for his first legislative act has been to sign the law which pre- 
scribes that the “ Five-Twenties ” shall be paid in gold. The 
Tenure of Office Act has given much more trouble, It was 
devised to fetter President Johnson; and many think 
that, having been framed with reference to an individual, 
it should disappear with that personage. But it has been 
clung to vigorously by a sufficient number of statesmen to 
prevent its being repealed; and after elaborate debates, and a 
Conference, the Senate’ has prevailed, and the President is 
still deprived of the power of absolutely removing officials. 
That this should be distasteful to one in whom the nation 
has placed so much confidence as to select him for its chief is 
but natural ; and the President’s having had to modify in three 
important instances the Cabinet which he had chosen may 
not increase his satisfaction with his immediate prospects. 
But the extreme good temper of the American people, and 
their readiness to be more than grateful to a statesman who 
will serve them—only he must do it in their own way— 
make it seem probable, at least to a foreigner, that a 
man of President Grant's patience and vigour has his future 
in his own hands. Neither word nor sign has yet 
been given in regard to the questions between England and 
the States, but kindly Mr. Reverdy Johnson has within the 
week renewed the comfortable assurance that the two nations 
are one in morals and religion, and that any real quarrel 
between them is among the impossibilities for which no one 
need angle. With which pleasant information we may con- 
clude our survey of the only countries which present theme 
for remark, and we may now turn to Endowed Schools, the 
Income Tax, and, with but brief interval, the great Irish 
question.

“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 


Certainly let us disestablish and disendow the people who keep 
dinners waiting. All of us who do not are indebted to the gentle- 
man—or is it a lady ?—who has been calling public attention to this 
crime, this worse than a crime, this blunder. It is of no use, how- 
ever, to make meek complaints on the subject; and a writer in the 
Telegraph has pointed out that snobbery, which was never affected 
by reasoning but will often succumb to hard knocks, has a good deal 
to do with the matter. Some folk will spoil dinner rather than not 
wait for some guests, and some guests would sooner that a dinuer 
were spoiled than not be anxiously waited for and make a distin- 
guished entrance. The fault ison both sides, and needs Gladstonian 
treatment. Now, it may be taken for granted—first, that all persons 
who are asked to dinners can read sufficiently well to discern the 
hour mentioned on the card; next, that they can be perfectly punc- 
tual if they choose. Let them be asked to some “‘ swell house,’’ as 
vulgarians, who come late, would probably call it, and if you could 
only see and hear them in the brougham you would find the man 
fidgeting with his watch, using the worst of language about any un- 
fortunate vehicle which compelled his coachman to slacken speed, and 
rowling at his wife for having been so long dressing, while the lady — — 
but youall know what the lady would say, and how, though just as 
fearful of being late as her lord, she would revenge his rudeness by 
tmiling as placidly as if they had an hour to spare. Anybody can be 
punctual who chooses. Having thus cleared our ground, and made 
it the title of our social act of Parliament that it is expedient to 
ut down coming late, what is the remedy? It must as Mr. 
Desuer remarked of the other business, ‘‘sweeping and severe, and 
it would be weakness and folly to make it anything else.’’ Shall a 
dozen estimable people be kept hungry and cross, shall a true artist's 
work be spoiled, and shall the reputation of a host and hostess be 
ruined, because two ill-bred fools have a habit of inhospitably 
disregarding their watches? because the woman dawdles over 
Ler last touches of paint, and the man has not firmness enough to 
make her come down to time? Echo, asa great Hibernian writer 
remarked, indignantly answers in the negative. Now, mark this. 
There be men in London who give men’s dinners, and they are 
perfect. Is anybody late at these ? I trow not. ba, 4 Because, 
even if he be so basely, pitiably ignorant as not to know that a 
kitchen is a chemical laboratory, that the processes therein must 
be accurately timed, or if he be so barba: y and savagely uncul- 
tivated as not to care whether a dish be a success op not, a man knows 
that not only will he not be waited for one minute after the ap- 
inted date, but that the series of remarks that will be offered to 
1im when he slinks into his chair will not be deficient in candour. 
Moreover, the course of the feast will not be retarded for him; he 
will have what is going on, but what he has missed he has missed 
for ever. Hence, and use the cook is treated as an artist to be 
reverenced, and not as a mere menial to be used, these male dinners, 
of eight guests—contradict me, O my friends of many such calm 
evenings '—are the pleasantest meetings permitted to us on this 
imperfect yet meritorious planet. ere is an illustration of 
Involun ism, and it works well, and so far sustains Mr. Walpole’s 
argument.

But let her place be pointed out to her without fuss; and, even if 
we have reached the wildfowl, let the wildfowl be handed to her 
as calinly as if she had partaken of all or most that had preceded it.

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THE SESSION—SO FAR. 


A late meeting of Parliament and an early Easter have combined 
to render the position of legislative business at this moment pecu- 
liarly inchoate, the beginnings of a number of measures being scat- 
tered all over the order-books of both Houses. Although six weeks 
have since the delivery of the Queen's Speech, only one bill 
has c ted into an Act, and that has been a formal one, giving 
a trifle of ten millions or so to the Government out of the Consoli- 
dated Fund. This and the immediate payment of nearly four millions 
(still on account) for the cost of the expedition to Abyssinia are the 
The rest is still in supposition; 
for even the annual Mutiny Bills, which ought to be law 
~ passed out of the Commons. Some- 
thing, however, has been done in lightening the load of legislatorial 
labour, inasmuch as some pretentious attempts at mtg | = 
private members have met with that sum treatment whic 
may familiarly be called kicking-out. Thus, Mr. Faweett’s six- 
and-eight- y bill to throw the very smallest part of election ex- 
penses on local rates was ignominiously sent to the right-about on 
its second reading. Then Lord Robert Montagu, who sought to 
re-create the party strife which raged last year on the sub- 
ject of foreign cattle markets, was stopped in his purpose 
in the second stage of his measure, which was disposed 
of effectually for this and probably for all other time, 
so far as he is concerned. Again, an effort of Lord Bury to do 
away with the necessity for the re-election of M.P.s on their taking 
office under the Crown was stopped almost in limine; while 
Mr. Monk’s attempt to license revenue and civil service officers to 
become electioneering agents in all the various forms of that 
character was met in force by the Government, with their Chief 
and his First Lieutenant at their head, backed by the leaders of 
Opposition, and sent whirling into the limbo of abortive and what 
may be called Dedalian measures. So Mr. Thomas Hughes's 
Sunday-Trading Bill, which he himself did as much as could 
be to damage in the discussion of its second reading, has been re- 
mitted to the emaciating process of an examination by a Select 
Committee. Thus has many a long dreary wrangle on hot 
Wednesdays in June been s . 
Despite the probability that it will be only between the inter- 
stices of the Irish Church Bill that they will peep up in the 
Commons, there are Government measures sowed broadcast on the 
field of the legislation of this Session. As the French coquette said 
of her lovers, one has ceased to count after a thousand the bills 
which, with superhuman activity, in his function as President of 
the Poor-Law Board, Mr. hen has produced. There 
are the subjects of assessment, uniformity of rating, amending 
the countless pdoor-law bills in this and that particular ;

The House reassembled after the Easter holidays. 
_ On the motion of the Attorney-General a Commission for an 
inquiry into the corrupt practices prevailing at the last election for 
the city of Norwich, as reported upon by Mr. Justice Martin, was 
agreed to, after an ineffectual opposition, led by Mr. C. S. Read.

Mr. Reade’s story in the Cornhill continues to turn principally 
on the disputes of trades’ unions with the employers of labour. 
The author has evidently got the subject up thesseahiy with an eye 
to business, which will not prevent the accuracy of his representations 
from being contested by those whom they concern. In a literary 
oe of view, which alone concerns us, it must be pronounced a 
ighly characteristic story; unpleasant, that is to say, from its 
occasional coarseness, perpetual grotesqueness, and that indescrib- 
ably peculiar something which distinguishes Mr. Reade from all 
other novelists present, and to come; but, at the same time, 
a work of muscle and sinew, full of most undeniable vitality. “On 
Relics Ecclesiastical" and ‘‘ Angling ”’ are pleasant papers of light 
reading, embodying a mass of entertaining, if not very recondite, 
information on their respective subjects. A paper on modern 
Venetian glass contains a piece of information new to us, that 
the long-lost art of the glassmakers has been so far revived 
that a perfect facsimile of any ancient work can be produced at 
the Murano manufactory. Anyone who has seen the exquisite Slade 
collection of glass, in the British Museum, will appreciate the 
importance of this fact. It seems that the famous Murano facto 
is mainly i ge by British capital, and fears are exp 
lest the useful should supplant the ornamental in consequence. 
** Out of School in the Middle Ages’ contains some very amusing 
illustrations of the position of the scholar during the period. The 
most interesting part is derived from an essay by Otto Jahn, based

THE ISTHMUS OF SUEZ MARITIME CANAL. 


In the view of the Suez Canal at Kantara, which formed one of the 
Illustrations of this subject in our publication of the 20th ult., the 
reader will perhaps remember certain machines at work. Theie 
were several steam-dredges afloat upon the water, attended by flat- 
bottomed oblong punts, each of which receives from the 38 
number of open boxes or caissons, filled with the earth or mud that 
has been raised from the bottom, 


high above the water, 
machines at work. The dredges are furnished with iron buckets, 
fastened to an endless chain revolving over two drums; one being 
fixed at the end of a long movable arm, regulated by the 
depth at which the mud is scooped up; the other being 
at the top of a strong iron framework mounted upon the 
hull of the dredging-vessel. They vary in size and power, the 
smallest being of 15-horse power and the largest of 75-horse power. 
The boxes, or caissons, have each a capacity of four cubic yards, 
and seven of them fit into one of the attendant punts. One end of 
a box is made to open like a door on hinges, so as to let its contents 
run out when lifted by the elevator, and carried up the tramway to 
the other end, where it is discharged. The elevator is an inclined 
plane, about 52 s long, carrying two lines of rail. It is sup- 
ported in the middle by an iron frame, which rests on a carriage, 
movable upon rails laid for the purpose along the bank of the canal, 
at a height of 6ft. above the water. The lower end of the elevator 
reaches over the water, and is sup by a steam-float, 
When the machine is at work, the lower extremity is three 
yards above the water, while the u end has an_ ele- 
vation of 12 yards, reaching far over the embankment. Each 
box of earth is lifted from the punt by a steel-wire rope, and 
laced on a truck which carries it to the upper end of the incline. 
aving reached this a the box is ed vertically, when its 

end-door opens, 80 t it empties i on the ground beneath, 
The empty box then runs down the other line of tramway, and is 
setuaned by the punt to the g-vessel. The long couloir, or 
long duct, is of curved or half-elliptical form, sometimes 75 yards 
long, but often smaller, with a slightly inclined channel 5 ft. wide 
and 2ft. deep, which is suppo by an iron framework on the 
deck of a barge; a steam-pump keeps a stream of water flowing 
through this channel, by which the dredged-up matter, when 
dropped into its upper end, is carried off and cast ashore on the 
bankeof the canal; this process being aided in some cases by the 
action of the balayeur, an endless chain passing along the centre o 
the channel and bearing a number of iron scrapers to remove the 
half-liquid slime and mud. By means of the long couloir, which 
has a reach of 75 yards, the dredge can work in the very middle of 
the canal, and, with a very easy movement, can deposit its 
dredgings, almost horizontally, or at a moderate eleva well 
beyond the water-line on each side. The float or barge, which 
supports the long couloir in the water, is fastened by chains alongside 
the dredging-vessel. There are about sixty dredges still at work. 

With minute exceptions the whole of the canal is now being 
excavated and completed according to one or other of the following 
sections :—

KONIGSBERG AND DANTZIC. 


Kénigsberg, ia, once the capital of the kingd: 
a time when that Power was “small emnenast the thoussis’” of

and better known city of Dantzic. Since Jan. 18, 1701 
Frederick III., son of the “Great Elector,” Prederick William of

' plating the comparative humility of their origin are 
reminded of what may be done by astness of purpose 
and distinctness of aim in the case of nations as of individuals. 
The English peer, who took his son to the humble shop which had 
been the home of his own boyhood, taught the same lesson, though 
with a proud consciousness that his triumph over adverse circum- 
stances could not be by any of his descendants. But 
Konigsberg, whilst reminding ite Kings of their origin, has inspired 
them, one would fain believe, with the idea that each success is but 
an instalment of one still greater, until the several factors, t 
and small, into which Germany is divided shall be sopuensabel. ber 
the one great integer, Prussia. When that day arrives the venue 
of the coronation will doubtless be changed from Kénigsberg to 
Berlin, in our own history, Winchester has had to yield the 
palm to Westminster. But leaving all speculations as to the future 
of Kémigsberg, there is enough in its past history to invest 
it with interest. The order of the Teutonic Knights, which 
had been instituted in the Holy Land towards the close 
of the twelfth century and during the time of our own 
Richard Coeur de Lion, upon their return from the Crusades under- 
took the conversion of the Prussians, who seem to have been 
originally a Sclavonic race inhabiting the shores of the Baltic 
between the Vistula and the Niemen. As a means to this desirable 
end, these soldiers of the church militant adopted the exhaustive 
rocess of exterminating all unbelievers by fire and sword. Had 
acitus written the history of these Teutonic missionaries he would 
doubtless have Solitudinem faciunt, yipeM appellant. Koni 
berg was founded by the knights of this illustrious order about the 
middle of the thirteenth century. The Altstadt, or Old Town, 
occupies the site of the o fortress to the west; this and an 
island, formed by two branches of the river Pregel, and called the 
Kneiphof, with the Lébenicht, or eastern portion, make up the 
three parts into which Kénigsberg is divided. The whole is sur-

in deference to the peaceful instinct which bids mankind always 
be prepared for war. The Castle, of which an Engraving is given, 
is amongst the most conspicuous and interesting objects at Konigs- 
berg. The Schloss, or Palace, once the abode of the Grand Masters 
of the Teutonic order, has little, except its historic associations, to 
recommend it. The cathedral, like that of Notre Dame at Paris, 
is situated on the island or Kneiphof, where many of the houses are 
built upon piles, and where the difficulty of obtaining a solid 
foundation for so huge a structure must have been very great. It 
is Fuller who, in his quaint way, parodies the expression of “‘ the 
nearer the church the farther fromreligion,”’ by saying, ‘‘the farther 
from the quarry the better the church.’’ And itis remarkable how 
in our own country the most splendid abbeys, minsters, and churches 
have been firmly imbedded in what must have been marsh land 
and fen, and in districts where no stone can be obtained for miles. 
Though founded by a military order, Kénigsberg, in little more 
than a century from its origin, had become distinguished for its 
commerce, and had joined the great trading federation of the 
Hanseatic League, a8 one of the most flourishing cities on the 
Baltic, It continued, however, to be the chief city of the Teutonic 
Knights until Albert, the last Grand Master of the Order, em- 
braced the Reformed faith, in 1525, and, on condition of being 
acknowledged Duke of East Prussia, consented to hold Konigsberg 
as a fief of the kingdom of Poland. From the union of this 
dukedom with the electorate of Brandenburg arose the modern 
kingdom of Prussia, in 1701, though its territories and power were 
comparatively limited until Frederick the Great rai it to the 
dimensions and dignity of one of the great Powers of eure 
It was not till the second partition of Poland, in 1793, that 
Dantzic—of which a few Illustrations are given, to accompany those 
of Kénigsberg—fell into the hands of Prussia. This ancient city, 
which had for many centuries shared the vicissitudes of its man 
masters, has long settled down, after its troubled and cheq 
existence, into a comfortable competence and ity; and, 
whether it be for its all-important staple, wheat, its plebeian black 
beer, or its aristocratic goldwasser, is now well known all over the 
world. Situated a little to the west of the Weissel, or Vi as 
foreigners persist in calling it, it commands the commerce of t 
noble river, though it cannot actually be said to be built u it. 
The two rivers which pass through the city of Dantzic and 
divide it into various parts are the Mottlau and the Radaune. 
Though a commercial city of such world-wide celebrity, it is 
very powerfully protected by an enceinte of w and 
bastions, as well as by a formidable citadel and other means 
of defence against any invader. As its position is low, it 
is provided with means‘ of inundating the adjoining country 
in the event of its other defences proving i cient. The city 
is divided into five parts, of which the most interesting is an 
island, called the Speicher, on which are erected a series of 
granaries, which are capable of containing a fabulous quantity of 
the celebrated Dantzic wheat. Every precaution is taken to ent 
the possibility of fire in these vast grain stores. Indeed, the laws 
upon this subject are as stringent as if wheat were as explosive as 
coe. No light or fire is allowed on the island, so that the 
elicate small wheat of Poland may be preserved from harm. 
Besides the Speicher there are four other divisions—the Old Town, 
the New Town, the Lower Town, and the Lang Garten. Ina city 
of such antiquity many of the houses are extremely old and 
picturesque. Our Engraving gives an example of one which 
seems to belong to the early part of the seventeenth century. 
One of the most interesting facts connected with Dantzic 
is the circumstance that in former times large numbers of the 
Scotch settled in this city. Both to the north-west and 
south-west suburbs there are quarters which still retain the names 
of Old and New Scotland. There is evidence, moreover, that the 
Scotch were allowed the privilege of becoming freemen of Dantzic, 
which was a commercial advantage not to be despised at a time 
when Dantzic occupied one of the foremost places amongst the 
Hanseatic Towns. It is said that they gained this privilege 
through the services which one of the family of Douglas ren- 
dered to the Dantzickers during a siege by the Poles. It is 
certain that in the reign of Charles Il. the number of Scotch- 
men in Dantzic and various parts of Poland was not less than 
30,000, a strong proof of the enterprise and perseverance of our 
brothers across the Tweed. It may, indeed, be to them that we are 
indebted for establishing the large trade which Great Britain does 
with Dantzic, and which amounts to about three-fourths of the 
whole of the o- trade from this port. But we are 
more ‘concerned with the scenes of interest in Dantzic than 
with re Be oy eree statistics as to its import or export trade; 
and, whilst the merchants and traders are discussing, like Mr. Bapps 
and Mr. Toots, the question as to ‘‘ What is to become of the raw 
material ?’’ and other kindred questions inside the Rathhaus, we will 
take our stand and look up at the airy elegance ef its tower, as it 
rises far above the busy homes of cormmerce and the Babel of human 
bargains. Strangely like is it in its ae Se 
grace to the beautiful creations of Wren that crown our London 
city churches, and make us the less regret that he had not a Gothic 
mind. Before the centuries were in their teens Dantzic was no 
doubt originally colonised by the shifting Danes or Northmen, who 
wandered over the seas, like cuckoos in search of the nests of 
other birds, and settled down in this sheltered Baltic bay. Here 
they gathered amber from the sea, and perhaps they wondered, as 
Peter Pindar’s Royal master did at the apple-dumplings, how 
the strange things found their way into the golden transparencies, 
little deeming that that same amber contained within it the name 
and the secret of ici

their day, the Poles attacked and captured this much-coveted town, 
but were eventually driven out by the Dantzickers in 1250. A century 
later it fell, like Konigsberg, into the hands of the Teutonic ta, 
who added considerably to its size and raised it to the rank im- 
portance of a fortified city. By the usual alternative of extermi- 
nation, the Dantzickers were compelled to embrace Christianity and 
submit to the rule of the Grand Master of the order. In the fifteenth 
century the King of Poland wrested it from the Teutonic 

and gave the inhabitants the privilege of exacting certain 

dues from all foreign ships that traded with Dantzic. ewe ~

antzic has come to safe anchorage at last under the lee of Prussia, 
the most tenacious of its rs, and the strongest of its pro- 
tectors. We may take leave, then, of Koénigsberg and Dantzic, 
the cities, respectively, of kings and of commerce, with an assurance 
that they are in very safe hands, and such as will not readily let 
them slip through their fingers, at least until somebody shall have 
learnt how to reverse the verdict of Sado and to destroy the 
traditions and the legacy which the second erick bequeathed 
to his successors and the statesmen of Prussia. 








THE EMPEROR’S GATEWAY AT THE TUILERIES: 


The entry to the courtyard of the Tuileries was formerly placed 
almost at the foot of the Pavillon de Flore: it is at present situated 
between the sixth and seventh bays in the fore part of the building. 
It is surmounted with a broken curved fronton, and is adorned 
with braceleted columns, executed in the same style as those of the 
gateway of the anne stables on the quay side. The fronton is 
surmounted by a ship’s prow, a trophy of arms, and some statues 
executed by M. Gruyére. A view of the Emperor's Gateway 
appears in our Engraving on another page. 


A STATE CONCERT AT THE TUILERIES. 
During the Paris season every year a series of grand concerts is 
given alternately with the state balls at the Tuileries, and it is a 
view of one of these entertainments, in the Salle des Maréchaux, 
that we now present to our readers. The stage, which consists of 
a temporary platferm, is surrounded by a balustrade. The orchestra 
is composed of musicians selected from that of the Opera, while the 
singers a comprise such stars as may happen to be in Paris 
at the time. he organisation of the programme is invariably 
under the direction of the veteran Auber, whose fi is shown 
leaning against the balustrade. The Emperor, as he appears in 
our Engraving, occupies an arm-chair in the first rank, having on 
his right Princess Mathilde, and on his left Prince Achille Murat, 
the chair of the Empress, who on this occasion was absent from in- 
disposition, being left vacant. The bench immediately behind 
their Majesties is that reserved for members of the Diplomatic 
Body. In the interval between the first and second pS < the 
concert the Emperor and Empress usually rise and ad a few 
words of congratulation to the solo performers; and at the con- 
clusion of the entertainment they hold a kind of Drawingroom for 
a short period, during which the attendants carry round trays laden 
with ents for the assembled guests. 





THE CHANNEL FLEET AT LISBON. 


The King of Portugal visited the Channel squadron of the British 
Navy lying in the harbour of Lisbon on the 17th ult., and we have 
ved a sketch by Mr. Henry J. Morgan, R.N., a midshipman 
on the Northumberland, which gives an Illustration of the 
scene. His Majosty came afloat in a Royal barge, which is shown 
in the front of the view, followed by a small steam-yacht or tender. 
He was greeted by all the British and American ships of war in the 
harbour with the usual salute of guns; their ctantenis were dis- 
played at the masthead; their yards were manned by the crews, 
who cheered as the state barge went past them. The

ON EASTER MONDAY. 


The t Easter gathering of volunteers at Dover on Monday was 
considerably marred by the stormy weather that prevailed ; but 
the mili operations, though delayed, and at one time threatened 
to be abandoned, took place with more éclat than could have been 
expected under the circumstances.

In 
Germany and in Russia his works 
are more admired than in France; 
they are remarkable for grand 
qpebestent combinations and 
effects, particularly the overtures 
to some of his operas, which are 
little known in England, besides 
his funeral marches and requiems. 
Berlioz was also a writer of 
musical critiques and commen- 
taries for the Journal des Débats, 
which haye been reprinted in 
several volumes.

which is now to seen in the 
ery of the Great Exhibition 
alace, adjoining the Royal Hor- 
ticultural Society’s Gardens, at 
South Kensington. No. 1 of our 
Engravings is a representation, 
put together on the figure, of 
several pieces of a German 
suit ef armour, the date of 
which is 1450. These pieces 
are the helmet, the mentonniére 
or chin-protector, the breast- 
late, and the back plate; which 
the back plate, is also shown 
separately in No.4. No.2 isa 
bassinet or helmet, with vizor 
attached to it, the shoulders 
being clad in chain mail; its 
date is 1320, and it is of Italian 
make. Nos. 3, 6, and 7 are 
portions of the splendid suit of 
armour belonging to Alphonso II., 
the fifth Duke of Ferrara, about 
the end of the sixteenth century. 
There is the gorget, or throat- 
piece; the breastplate, under 
which are projecting curved 
ieces to cover the hips; the 
yack plate, and the pauldrons, or 
shoulder-pieces; all made of steel, 
beautifully ornamented in re- 
poussé work, gilt and damascened, 
with masques and mythological 
figures. No. 5 is a carbine, of 
large bore, such as was called a 
“dragon,” its muzzle being 
shaped like the gaping mouth of 
that monster. It is German, and 
of the sixteenth century. No. 8 
is a suit of puffed and ribbed steel 
armour, engraved and parcel- 
gilt, which is also German, and of 
the date of 1520. No. 9 isa suit 
of bright steel armour worn by 
an English arquebusier in the 
reign of CharlesI. No. 10 is the 
figure of a knight, on foot, 
equipped in armour of bright 
steel which is said to have be- 
longed to a Duke of Brunswick in 
the sixteenth century. 


An important provision of the 
Railways Regulation Act came 
into operation on Thursday.

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Arechwologn of the Month. 


The British Archeological Society of Rome have, since our last 
notice, had an excursion to the French part of the Palatine, to see 
the ruins of the palace of Tiberius and Cali with the subter- 
ranean passage made by Vespasian for the Emperor and his suite 
to go from the private apartments at the north end of the hill to 
the public state apartments in the centre. M. Lanciani, a clever 
pos architect, was the guide, in French, interpreted by Mr. 
arker, who expressed his dissent from some of M. Lanciani’s 
opinions, especi on the Intermontium, or valley across from east 
to west, dividing the hill into two parts, the southern part of which, 
according to Signor Rosa, is in the Velia. M. Lanciani said that 
the truth of this was that there were houses of the time of the 
republic in this valley buried by the buildings of the Caesars, and 
he pointed out the pit in which these houses were to be seen. After 
the lecture Mr. Parker, with others, went to see the remains of the 
bridge from the Palatine to the Capitol, and to examine the alleged 
remains of houses of the republic in the valley. Instead of these, 
they found some small brick chambers of the third century without 
windows and with fresco-painting in the vaults. These chambers 
are built in the great subterranean passage from the palace of 
Augustus at the south end of the hill to the public chambers in the 
centre, the vaultings having no windows. The small chambers 
were for the use of the Emperor in the summer months, as in the 
palaces. 
. The discoveries at Guildford Castle are waning ininterest. Mr. 
Goodchild, in the Builder, suggests that the caverns now opened 
were once quarries, from which the supply of chalk was obtained 
for use in various buildings, as in the Chureh of St. Mary, hard by, 
restored by Mr. Goodchild a few years since, in which the columns 
and arches, and mullions and tracery, proved to be of chi 
with Reigate firestone in parts. The harder chalk would be foun 
at some depth; hence, probably, the extent of the excavation. 
There are three varieties of chalk in the neighbourhood of Guild- 
ford—namely, white chalk, grey chalk, and the beautifully-veined 
chalk, which has the aspect of marble when varnished. 

At the meeting of the London and Middlesex Archwological 
Society, on the 8th ult., Mr. J. G. Waller exhibited a ring, with a 
Death's head, mounted in gold and niello-work, of Elizabethan 
date, and of a design alluded to in one of Shakspeare’s plays. Mr. 
Bailey showed some Roman horseshoes that were used without nails ; 
and the head of a pastoral staff of latten, found in some recent 
excavations at Smithfield. Some relics dug from the bed of the 
Wallbrook were likewise shown. Mr. E. bert exhibited two 
tallies, one representing £2500 sterling of the revenue of Ireland; 
the other a reeve bole, describing the sum of £14. Mr. Orridge 
read a paper on the Church of St. Bartholomew the Less; the 
present erection dates from the fifteenth century, and 
unbroken registers from the time of Henry VIII., with a curious 
register-book of marriages that took place in Newgate Market, just 
now demolished. Many of the brasses in St. Bartholomew the 
Less have cujus animam and Romish symbols obliterated, showing 
that total destruction was not the object so much as what was 
thought to be Popish superstition should be effaced from the 
memorials. Other papers were read on early interments, and an 
Account of the Braybrooke Family. 

At the meeting of the Archeological Institute on the 5th ult. 
several very interesting objects were described and exhibited. Mr. 
Hewitt gave an account of the recent discovery of a pipe-kiln 
among the foundations of the Bishop's palace at Lichfield. The 
pipes found were of small size, and are thought to have been the 
work 9%f the Parliamentary forces when they held the Cathedral 
Close as a fortress. The Rev. R. Kirwan gave an account of the 
discovery of a remarkable cup of bituminous shale, and an 
**incense’’ cup found in a barrow on Broad Down, near Honiton. 
The latter had a cruciform ornament on the base. There had also 
been a t find of “‘celts’’ in the neighbourhood some years 
previously, which had been di Some notes, by Mr. Laing, 
of Edinburgh, upon the practice of Royal personages in Scotland 
using a stamp for their signature were then read. This was fol- 
lowed by a ** Report,’’ by the late Mr. Lemon, detailing the par- 
ticulars as to the stamped signature of Henry VIII., and arguin, 
that the last will of that Sovereign was executed by a stam 
signature. Mr. Burtt exhibited facsimiles of the usual stamp- 
signature of Henry VIII., and of the two signatures to his will. 
In these he pointed out important variations, showing that they 
could not be the impressions of a stamp. [It will be recollected 
that George IV., in his last illness, used a stamp of this kind.] 
The Dean and Chapter of Westminster sent for exhibition a fine 
fifteenth-century helmet, which had been found in an inclosure 
of the triforium known as the “Coronation Kitchen,’’ from its 
having been so used at her Majesty's coronation. Also another 
helmet, of much inferior character, and swords of the sixteenth 
century, found in the same place, were shown. Mr. Jervis 
exhibited a miniature of Charles I. on copper, to which were 
fitted twenty-one skeleton dresses on talc. Placed on the miniature, 
these ‘* dresses’’ gave a series of representations of events in the 
King’s life, his manifold misfortunes and his execution. Also a 
miniature of Queen Henrietta Maria, with four talc ‘‘dresses.’’ 
Four of these miniatures and ‘‘dresses’’ are said to have been 
made by order of Charles II. and given to the faithful adherents 
of his father. Mr. O. Morgan exhibited an ancient Chinese carving 
in turquoise. The block of stone is of an extraordinary size, 
weighing more than 31b. avoirdupois.

He has, nevertheless, written 
much music, in a variety of styles—vocal and instrumental, sacred 
as well as secular. Two sacred songs from his pen have recently 
eon ——e of my Soul and As o'er the Past ; the one written by 

e Rev. John Keble, the other by Bishop Middleton. (Chappell and 
Co.) These works are as remarkable for their purity of style as for 
the grandeur and solemnity of their expression. 


Select Subjects from Bennett’s Sacred Cantata, The Woman 
of Samaria. Arran for the Pianoforte, Flute, Violin, and 
ioloncello. By . H. Calleott. (Lamborn Cock and Co.) 
Sterndale Bennett’s now celebrated cantata has obtained the suc- 
cess which it so well deserves that any eulogy of its merits would 
be superfluous, while Mr. Callcott is well known as the most 
experienced and skilful of all our adapters. It is only necessary, 
therefore, to say that this ane has been executed with his 
usual felicity, and will meet with his usual success. 


Sanctus, Composed by John Ward. (Novello and Co.) This 


is a fine imen of pure sacred music. It is a grand choral strain, 
in the style of the older English harmonists, whose works Mr. Ward 
has studied with great attention and in a congenial spirit. 


Tell me, Echo! Song. Written _—— Latey. Composed 
by ween ages (iutchins and Romer.) We need not tell 
our musical that ‘‘ Walter Ma ”’ is the nom de plume of 
a gentleman who has gained distinction as the composer of many 
successful vocal pieces. He has never been more successful than 
in the present instance. The verses, by Mr. Latey, are full of 

uaint and delicate fancy, reminding us of the lyrical poetry of 
the seventeenth century, while the music is melodious, graceful, 
and original. Being (as we observe from the titlepage) composed for 
Mdlle. hart, whose voice is a brilliant soprano, it is, perhaps, 
a little too high-pitched for the generality of amateur singers; but 
this is its only difficulty, and it is easy to sing it a note lower, 
transposing it into the key of B flat. 


Come back to me: a Song, written and composed by D’Oyley 
Carte; The Setting Sun: a Song, with an ——— a for the 
Flute, by D’ Oyley Carte. (Rudall, Rose, and Co.) These songs 
are elegant compositions. The words, without being striking, are 
very pleasing; and the music is at once simple and in excellent taste.
